shortage of officials, was causing 
‘ficonvenience to British traders. 

The complaint led to a reply 
from the Foreign Secretary, Sir 
John Simon, that the temporary 
shortage, owing to death, illness 
and resignation, involved the 
losing: of ‘tha Consulates’ at 
Newchwang, on April 17, Ichang. 
on April 30, and Tsinan, on May 
4,

that the Tsinan. Consulate would 
be re-opened, at an early. date, 
Tehang in the Autumn, and New- 
chwang not later than the 
Spring.
